Inside Story of Facts of 
Kramer-Bagby Contest 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—The story 
of the attem pt to unseat Assemblyman 
Ira E. Kramer of Santa Barbara coun­ 
ty, in the interest of Dr. H. L. Bagby, 
the defeated and disgruntled Demo­ 
cratic candidate, reveals the existence 
in the lower house of a coterie bent 
on waging guerrilla warfare against 
Governor Johnson, under the captain­ 
cy of Assemblyman Milton Schmitt, 
of San Francisco, Secretary of State 
Frank C. Jordan and S. Fred Hogue, 
formerly Pat Calhoun's manager of 
the defunct. San Francisco Post and 
now legislative correspondent for the 
J.OS Angeles Times. 
It is generally understood that. Dr, 
Bagby went, on his knees before Hogue 
and Schmitt, and other Republicans 
WJho were gathered together in confer­ 
ence and promised that if he 
were 
seated he would join the “obstruction­ 
ists’’ in every endeavor to harass the 
administration. 
Without looking into 
the merits of the case, the conference 
at once decided to espouse his cause. 
No inquiry wras made of Bagby for 
particulars. 
His promise to join in 
the guerrilla band was sufficient.

ens as we spend in caring for one of 
the basic industries of the state 
is 
sheer communal lunacy.” 
This is true—as true in California 
as it is 
in 
Illinois. 
The 
Register 
, hasn’t at hand the figures 
showing 
what amount this state spends in the 
protection of domestic food and work 
animals; but the California Fish and 
Game Commission has at its di*i>ogal 
$150,000 per annum and employs con­ 
tinuously about 125 mea. 
However, 
the money for the Fish and Game Com­ 
mission of this state is derived, not 
from general taxation, but direct from 
the sportsmen in the way of licenses, 
lees, fines, etc. 
The farmers and business men of 
Illinois, of California, of all the states, 
should see to It that every cent that Is 
necessary to protect live stock is pro­ 
vided, no matter what economies may 
be necessary in other directions. But, 
asks The Journal of 
the 
American 
Medical Association, if such appropria­ 
tions are justilied for the protection 
of the lives and health of animals, how 
much should be appropriated to pro­ 
tect the lives and health of the men, 
women and children of the state? Yet 
the appropriation for tile protection of 
the 5,638,591 men, women and children 
in the state of illinois was for 1914 
only $120,000, $30,000 less than was 
appropriated for the protection of fish 
and game. Are the lives of its citizens
